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Suspension of Action, At the Initiation of the Office 

1 . The instant application has a specification that is identical to one or more patents that are 
currently under reexamination. The issues present in the reexamination proceedings are related to 
the issues in the instant application. The final decisions/determinations made at the end of the 
reexamination proceedings are likely to affect the outcome of the application. To this end, it is 
appropriate to suspend prosecution on the instant apphcation.
